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VISIT to the galleries of Burlington House to 
find them entirely occupied with architectural 
exhibits is a new experience which we trust will 
be repeated in future years. It removes, at 

any rate, the reproach, which we ourselves have often 
made, that the Royal Acadeniy of Arts has not paid’a 
fair measure of respect to the greatest of the arts. 
Whatever the outcome, the vindication will be com- 
plete, because, if this exhibition fails to attract the 
attention which it deserves, there will be some cause for 
saying that it would be futile to expand to any 
considerable extent the architectural section of the 
Summer Exhibition at the expense of the sister arts. 

We trust, therefore, that the public will show a keen 
interest in this new departure, and that there will be 
sufficient visitors to make it clear that there is a live 
interest in architecture. It is true that this will not 
be the great social occasion which we experience in the 

summer, and we may find that where fashionable con- 
versation does not influence, visible interest will not be 
found. If, on the other hand, this new venture can 
overcome the handicap of merely honest interest, we 
believe that it will have established this event as a 
periodical occurrence. 

- Some real attempt is being made to keep the exhibi- 
tion in the public eye, and a series of seven lectures by 
eminent men is to be given.on Wednesday afternoons 
throughout January and February. In addition, induce- 
ment to students and schools to attend is being given 
by reduced price admission tickets. We also can help 
to make the venture a success by talking about it to our 
friends, and by kindling interest among our own fellows. 

We do not mention these things because we anticipate 
failure, but because we feel that it is of great importance 
that this hard-won victory should not be lost as soon as 
it has been won. - Above all, we must see to it that 
those who consider it smart and intelligent to profess 
superiority to the Academy atmosphere, do not “ sell 
the pass ” at the price of a few cheap witticisms. 

As to the exhibition itself, we consider it.a very brave 
' showindeed. We may not think it entirely representa- 
tive or necessarily presented in the ideal way, but it has 
obviously been conceived thoughtfully, and has been 
arranged to serve the presentation of architecture 
rather than to provide a. nice arrangement of frames 
upon the wall space. It is, in fact, remarkable how 
restful this range of works, all more or less “on the 
line,” is to the visitor. The whole exhibition can be 
studied in comfort, and without the exhaustion one feels 
after “‘ doing ” thoroughly the Summer Exhibition. 

We like also the spirit in which the exhibition has 
been established. The show is essentially one of con- 
temporary work, divided up definitely into distinct 
classes of building. The mind does not have to fly from 
one scale of thought to another and back. again, as 
happens in a mixed show. As a background, there is 
, what is happily referred to as. “the Retrospective 
Section,” in which original drawings and sketches of the 
seventeenth and eighteenth and early nineteenth 
century masters are exhibited. As a link with these 
we find a number of old pre-war favourites making their 
reappearance, and holding their own remarkably well, 
_ Throughout this composite picture we are conscious 

of the steady continuity of the classic theme in 
' English architecture. Neither the Gothic Revival 
nor the Moderns have severed this main stem of design 
which has threaded its way wherever European culture 
has flourished. We do not believe that this impression 
arises out of the deliberate planning of the hanging 


committee, but that this state of affairs has arisen 

naturally out of the facts of history. Can it-be other- 

wise when we look round at the portraits of the eminent - 
architects who have made the line of ancestors from 

which the modern practitioner springs? Inigo Jones, 

Wren, Robert Adam, John Nash, Chambers, Smirke, 

Norman Shaw, John Belcher: one has only to fill in a 
generation here and there to complete a line of influence 
running into comtemporary times, by which the traditions 
which sprang from Rome have been carried forward 

into our own very different times. . 


Presented in this comprehensive way, we feel that 
this unsensational exhibition may do much to align 
public thought on a steadier level than is encouraged by 
the ostentatious -manners adopted in some exhibitions 
and by a few publications. It is all to the good that we 
should be made to realise how slow and sure is the march 
of progress. From Wren to Nash there was no striking 
change of manners, though a century-and-a-half had 
passed. We, to-day, need not be so impatient if we see 


nothing startling arriving between the days of Shaw and - - 


our own times, a period which is we in the library 
of architectural history. 


Some will, no doubt, say that this exhibition is not 
stimulating, but we think those will have missed the 
point, having been spoiled by the impatient ways of the 
moment. In an annual show, exhibiting the work of 
the year, there is, no reason why we should look for 
sensationalism ; how much less so in an exhibition such 
as this, professing to stand for a generation of work, 
can we expect, or even desire, to see familiar things 
submerged. in unusual happenings ? 


If we were desirous of criticism, we should suggest 
that the profession as a whole has not fully awakened 
to the opportunity which this exhibition has put in its 
way. The fact that some men and firms are generously 
represented, while others whose work we know to be 
equally worthy have no showing, we believe to be due 
neither to any lack of discrimination on the part of 
the hanging committee, nor to any excessive desire 
for publicity on the part of those who are well repre- 
sented. The cause is doubtless that those who have 
grasped the importance of the occasion have filled the 


‘gaps left by those who have remained indifferent. 


If the occasion can be repeated, we have every confidence 
that the profession as a whole will enter into the project 
with greater enthusiasm, and that room will be cheer- 
fully found for all who take trouble to offer worthy 
works, 


Elsewhere we deal with the exhibition in greater 
detail, and we do not propose to discriminate within 
this general survey of its purpose and scope, It is well 
worthy of detailed study, however, and we believe most 
of those who visit it with fair and open minds will want 
to pay further visits, so that they may get all that is 
possible from a very comprehensive and instructive 
show. In particular, we hope that the modern student 
will visit the Academy, and, if inclined to think it old- 
fashioned, will think of the great exponents of their 
art who have developed a manner of expression which 
shows a harmonious sequence of architecture over a 
period of several generations. The results are the real 
facts of the case, and facts must always surmount 
theories. So also may the teachers of architecture 
counsel patience to the young men who have yet to 
learn how stubborn are the ways of progress and how 
content we must be with small steps so long as they are 
in the right direction.

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tional treatment ofthe past. Though 
still severe, the designs on view for 
modern buildings show excellent pro- 
portions, a certain refinement and 
balance of elevational treatment which 
is admirable, and, with well-selected 
colour and textured materials, leave 
little to be desired, and this has received 
much attention of late. In past years 
applied decoration was undoubtedly 
overdone, to such an extent that there 
were no plain surfaces to enhance their 
value—and so their purpose was de- 
feated. We think modern buildings 
might with advantage gain by the in- 
troduction of carefully studied positions 
for sculptured figures of a broad and 
simple character, in keeping with the 
building, and thus to relieve designs 
which have a tendency to become 
Those who have studied 
recent competition results will have 
noticed their standard of excellence, 
compared with 20 years or more ago.

activity as possible. In order to carry 
out these measures it is suggested that 
a State Art Council should be appointed, 
consisting of seven members, of whom 
six are to be nominated by the Govern- 
ment, the seventh being elected by the 
six. This Council, so it is proposed, 
should include an _ architect, two 
painters and two sculptors. The 
wisdom of this will at once appear, and 
it is interesting as indicating an en- 
lightened approach, and suggests also 
the recognition by architects in Sweden 
of the proposition that is necessary to 
leave the painter and the sculptor as 
free as possible.

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It is no small part of the 
Swedish fine achievement of 
Architects Swedish architects that 
and Art. they have recognised that 
the artist should be master 
in his own house. So often the archi- 
tect here finds the money at his disposal 
leaves nothing over for the enrich- 
ments through creative art, and when 
introduced it has too often the appear- 
ance of something just on rather than 
something conceived with the building, 
as much part of its growth as the 
building itself, so that it has been 
even suggested that this incorporation 
is not needed; and the want of vision 
and intimacy in so much modern build- 
ing bears evidence of this mistaken 
point of view. The action of Sweden, 
following on that. of America and 
Russia, in regard to the support of art 
as of national concern, should advise us 
that the measure of civilisation is to be 
found in their well being. 





It has been said that to 
" Starting at Pursue our error to the’ 
the Right end will at last enlighten 
End. us as to what is mistaken 
and direct us to the better 

understanding of the task before us. 
And in our efforts to restore art to 
industry we have focused much of our 
attention on the wrong end. Instead 
of the restoration of the arts to life as 
-a whole, we have endeavoured to seek 
that advance in one direction only, in 
relation to industry and its furtherance, 
not always unallied to objects outside 
what should be the governing purpose. 
But the arts are wider than this, which 
cannot contain them, and it is to the 
realm of imagination and feeling—the 
art of the sculptor and painter, and 
other arts so endowed, and not neces- 
sarily fastened to any useful end and 
with no necessary relation to commercial 
advantage—that we must look. It is 
this most important aspect of all which 
is left unrecognised. That is to say 
we have pursued our object at the wrong 
end, while on the contrary the reform 
of industry will come about only 
through the gradual filtering down and 
dissemination of imagination and feeling 
from above which is the most direct 
means of influencing industry. 


Ir we seek to unite art to 
The industry we must first 
os am unite it to life, and spread. 
iadeaery. its finest products through- 
out our public buildings, 
schools, factories, shops, etc. As the 
inspiration and influence of this 
penetrates through to the common life, 
it will gradually shape industry more to 
its own likeness. A true democracy will 
reverence what is above it, and, what is 
most important, will not neglect the 
greater for the less, or so little under- 
stand the august measure of the under- 
taking as to suppose that industry can 
be reshaped to beauty while directing 
our chief efforts at the wrong end, and 
with less than single-minded aim. For 
the beauty that can restore industry 
must have no worldly aim, but through. 
its great example add the leaven which 
will restore the rest.

OBITUARY 


Thomas Aloysius Pole, F.R.1.B.A. 

We regret to announce the death of Mr. 
Thomas Aloysius Pole, F.R.I.B.A. He has 
worked in Sir Brumwell Thomas’s office 
at Queen Anne’s-gate and, among other 
hospital work, carried out, in conjunction 
with the late Mr. Alexander Golbourne 
Little, F.R.I.B.A., the Bury Infectious 
Diseases Hospital, won in open com- 
petition. 


Bertie Crewe. 

Architects who knew him will have 
learnt with genuine regret of the death, 
after a brief illness, of Mr. Bertie Crewe. 
Mr. Crewe was that rarity among archi- 
tects—a specialist. He made the theatre 
(and latterly the cinema). his special sub- 
ject, and his experience in the intricate 
planning of these structures was probably 
unrivalled. He had planned, or collabor- 
ated in the planning of, nearly 200 such 
structures. 

Mr. Crewe received his architectural 
education in the office of the late Clement 
Dowling, and in Paris, where he studied 
at the Atelier Laloux. One of his earliest 
works was the reconstruction of the 
Lyceum, London, in 1904, in which same 
year he carried out the Alhambra Theatre 
in Paris. This was the first of several 
Continental buildings designed by him, 
others being the Mogador Palace, Paris, 
and the Alhambra Theatre, Brussels. 


' The London Opera House, Kingsway (now 


the Stoll Cinema) was another London 
building of his, while he was also respon- 
sible for the reconstruction of the Tivoli 
in the Strand (in collaboration with 
Messrs. Gunton and Gunton); the Man- 
chester Palace of Varieties, and the 
Prince’s Theatre, Shaftesbury-avenue. In 
recent years he carried out, or collaborated 
in the design of, the Piccadilly ‘Theatre; 
Phenix Theatre, Charing Cross-road; and 
other reconstructions. of -old_ theatres. 
Among his recent works also were the fol- 
lowing kinemas:—The Kinema, London- 
derry; Electric Theatre, Fore-street, 
Devonport; Roxy Kinema, Blackheath; 
Globe Kinema, Clapham; and the Odeon 
Theatre, Southgate, etc.

ever much the flashlight of genius may 
function. from time to time. 

I am convinced that the “ white box” 
motif of design which appears in most of 
the school work, and in many of the com. 
petition successes of the times, has arisen 
mainly out of an indolence and a lack 
of hard and conscientious study. Having 
found the easy way to arrest attention, 
the necessary logic and argument ip 
support of these manners has been manv- 
factured to fit them. If we really did 
believe that the flat roof was the roof 


of the future, and that concrete was the ' 


material of the future; and that ornament 
did nothing but collect germs, there would 
be some support for the modernist. But 
those opinions would have to come first, 

I should be the last to say that the 


modern young man is lazier or more 


light-hearted than we were in our time, 
but I am convinced that unless the young 
man is encouraged to delve deep into 
the study of architecture as it has come 
down to us, his simplified work will stand 
not for the discrimination which it pro- 
fesses, but for a poverty of knowledge 
out of which no good can come. 

I hope we shall find out in time that 
the old, and perhaps “ stodgy ”’ methods 
of teaching, in which hard study and con- 
centration held a foremost place, are 
better than the more spectacular methods 
which have produced so much that, is 
trivial in modern work.

The Abatement of Overcrowding. 

Str,—I have read with much interest 
Major H. L. Nathan’s informative letter 
in your issue of January 1. 

As stated by your correspondent, the 
recent overcrowding survey revealed the 
fact that there were 341,554 families in 
England and Wales who were Oovél- 
crowded on the basis of the standard laid 
down in the Housing Act, 1935. May 
I point out, however, that the Minister 
of Health has declared that the statutory 
overcrowding standard ‘* does not repre 
sent any ideal standard of housing, but 
the minimum which is, in the view o 
Parliament, tolerable, while at the same 
time capable of immediate or early et 
forcement.”” The Minister’s compl 
hensive ‘‘ Report on the Overcrowding 
Survey” refers to a hypothetical stat 
dard which would mean that if a dwell 
ing were not overcrowded, it would nor 
mally provide sufficient accommodation 
for the family without the necessity 
using the living accommodation for sleep 
ing purposes. On that hypothetical 
standard the number of. overcrow 
families would have been 853,119, instead 
of 341,554. 

In view of the urgent need for a steady 
output of working-class dwellings 
local authorities, Major Nathan vely 
rightly contends that the Governmelt 
must be prepared to give adequate Et 
chequer assistance for housing for soit 
time to.come,. .

‘THE NATIONAL HOUSE-BUILDERS? 
REGISTRATION COUNCIL _ 


IMPROVED HOUSING STANDARDS 


Fu details are, for the first time, 
available of the Certification Scheme of 
houses, to be administered by the 
National House-Builders’ Registration 
Council. - The essence of the scheme 
(which has been initiated by the National 
Federation of Building Trade Employers 
for the purpose of protecting the interests 
of bond-fide house-builders) is the Tegis- 
tration of builders who agree to build up 
to a standard specification, and the certifi- 


_ ation of houses so built. It is intended 


to cater for the interests of those who 
engage in house-building and at the same 
time to improve the standard of house- 
building. 

a7 is pot desired by the sponsors of the 
scheme that the Government or the archi- 
tects or any others of the professional 
bodies should be requested to assist in 
the promotion of the business interests of 
builders, but it was thought that their 
co-operation could be secured in the 
efforts of house-builders to render a pub- 
lic utility service, even although substan- 
tial benefit would ultimately accrue to the 
bond-fide builders who cared to partici- 
pate. 

The Scheme Described. 

The first step was the setting up of the 
National Housing Standards Board, pre- 
sided over by Sir Raymond Unwin, which 
produced a model standard specification 
for houses of low cost. Concurrently a 
scheme was devised for ensuring general 
observance of the standard prescribed. 
This was submitted to and. approved by 
the Ministry of Health and the Board of 
Trade, and comprises :— 

(a) The formulation of a minimum stan- 
dard specification for ordinary 

houses. 

(b) The registration of builders who 

undertake to build houses in con- 

_ formity with this standard. 

(c) The certification of houses so built. 
~ (d) The establishment of a National 

Council to deal with registration 

. and certification. 
' In addition it is hoped that it will prove 
practicable to arrange for a system of in- 
surance, whereby, in the event of failure 
on the part of the builder, the house- 
urchaser would be able to secure the 
costs of remedying defects ascribable to 
non-compliance with the specification. — 


Standard Specification for Houses. 

The National Housing Standards Board 
set up under the chairmanship of Sir 
Raymond Unwin, and comprising repre- 
sentatives of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects, the Chartered Surveyors’ In- 
stitution, an observer (Mr. S. Pointon 
Taylor) from the Ministry of Health, the 
British Standards Institution, Building 
Societies and builders federated and un- 


: federated, has completed the task of draw- 


ing up a model specification. This body, 

é the Registration Council, has been 
80 composed as to command the complete 
confidence of the public. Fears that strict 
compliance with this specification will 
unduly increase building costs. and so 
‘under the production of the kind of house 
for which there is likely to be the largest 

hand in the immediate future should 
be groundless. The Minister of Health 
Would naturally never have given 


’pproval to any scheme which tended to 
crease costs or slow down production. 
The specification has been drawn up as 

Minimum standard of safe and sound 


construction. It is claimed to represent 
normal practice of reputable builders at 
the present time. The effect of the scheme 
should not be to increase the costs of the 
reputable builder but to enable him to 
get full credit for the quality of his work. 


The Registration Plan. 


Registration of house-builders and cer- 
tification of houses will be dealt with by 
a Council, to be known as the National 
House-Builders’ Registration Council. 
This Council will be established on a 
basis which: provides for broad represen- 
tation from the building industry, and 
nominations have been invited among 
others from the Ministry of Health, the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, the 
Chartered Surveyors’ Institution, the 
National Association of Building Societies, 
and the National Federation of Buildin 
Trades’ Operatives. 

The conditions for registration will 
include :— 


1. Being duly proposed and seconded by 
registered house-builders and ap- 
proved by the Council (the Council 
may, in their discretion, dispense 
with the requirement of a proposer 
and seconder) ; 

2. Undertaking that all houses built 
shall be up to the standard laid down 
in the model specification ; 

3. Agreement to permit representatives 
of the Council to inspect works dur- 
ing progress and after completion; 

4. Undertaking to apply to the Council 
in.respect of each house built for a 
certificate that the specification has 
been complied with; 

5. The giving of a guarantee to the 
house purchaser that the builder. will 
make good at his own expense all 
defects arising out of non-compliance 
with the specification which occur 
during a period of two years; 

6. In case of any dispute arising as to 
liability under this guarantee, the 
builder shall undertake (if the 
owner shall also undertake) to abide 
by the decision of an assessor or 
tribunal appointed by the Council. 

Applicants will, in the first instance, be 

admitted to a register of probationers, but 
their names will be transferred to the 
Register of House-Builders immediately 
they receive certificates in respect of 20 
houses built to the satisfaction of the 
Council. There will in time be established 
the prescriptive right to the title ‘‘ Regis- 
tered House-builder,”’ the use of which 
should confer upon its possessor not only 
standing in his profession, but also con- 
crete and definite business advantages. 

With a view to protecting the public 

from exploitation by vendors of unsound 

houses, the Registration Council will issue 
certificates in respect of houses built by 
registered builders. These certificates 
will state: (a) that the builder is a regis- 
tered house-builder; (6) that his work has 
been open and subject to periodical in- 
spection on behalf of the.Council; (c) that 
there is appended the guarantee of the 
builder to make good any defects that 
appear within a period of two years due 
to non-compliance with the specification: 
and (d) (when insurance is incorporated 
in the scheme) that there is also appended 
an undertaking by a specified assurance 
company to guarantee the purchaser’s 


rights in case of the builder’s default or 


insolvency. It should be observed that 


157 


the guarantee referred to under (c) above 
is not in: any sense.a maintenance 
guarantee. It is only a guarantee that 
the builder has done what he has said he 
has done, and that if by inadvertence or 
for some other cause he has not in fact 
been as good as his word, he will make 
good his undertaking without cost to the 
purchaser. It is intended that the certifi- 
‘cate shall pass into the hands of the 
purchaser. 


National House-builders’ 
Council. 

In order that the hall-mark of sound 
construction in the form of a certificate 
should carry the complete confidence of 
the public, a constitution has been drawn 
up which confers upon the National 
House-builders’ Registration Council 
dignity and autonomy. This Council will 
be a body numbering approximately be- 
tween 30 and 40 (exclusive of certain 
honorary offices, ¢e.g., hon. president and 
a number of influential hon. vice-presi- 
dents). The following bodies are entitled 
to nominate members to this Council, 
namely :—Ministry of Health (two ob- 
servers); Royal Institute of British 
Architects; Chartered Surveyors’. Institu- 
tion; National Federation of Building 
Trades’ Employers; Building Societies’ 
Association ; National Federation of Build- 
ing Trades’ Operatives; Council for the 
Preservation of Rural England. Invita- 
tions to nominate representatives are to 
be issued to a Medical Officer of Health; 
the Auctioneers and Estate Agents’ Insti- 
tute and the Institution of Municipal 


Registration 


. and County Engineers. For the facilita- 


ting of the administration of the scheme it 


is proposed to appoint in every appro-. 


priate locality Regional and Local Com- 
mittees of House-builders. 


The Cost of Registration and Certification. 
The following scale of charges for ser- 
vices rendered has been adopted, namely: 
Registration: First year—three guineas per 
member. 
Renewal: One guinea per annum, 
Certification :— 
Houses below £350, 1} gns. per house. 
Houses between £350 and £450, 12 gns. 
per house. 
Houses between £450 and £600, 2 gns. 
per house. 
Houses between £600 and £900, 24 gns. 
per house. 
Houses over £900, 2} gns. per house. 


If and ‘when it is found practicable to 
implement a scheme whereby the builder’s 
guarantee can be underwritten at a 
reasonable premium, as previously men- 
tioned, an appropriate addition to the cost 
of certification will be made for this pur- 
pose. Builders who desire to obtain the 
benefits of the scheme should communi- 
cate with the Secretary, National House- 
Builders’ Registration Council, 13, 
Russell-square, London, W.C.1.

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R.A. EXHIBITION OF ARCHITECTURE 


THE EXHIBITS REVIEWED 


Fottowrne the sequence of Galleries at 
the Royal Academy of ‘Arts’ exhibition 
of British Architecture through in the 
normal circulation, and as catalogued, 
one comes upon the Retrospective Sec- 
tion, as it has been happily called, after 
passing through two galleries of contem- 
porary work. This may be a little dis- 
turbing to the minds of those who visit 
this excellent exhibition determined to 
get from it the maximum of instruction 
and understanding. It is true that it 
might have given an entirely wrong im- 
pression to make this section the prelude 
to a display which is obviously designed 
to relate representative modern architec- 
sure to the art standards of-the day, but 
one feels that a happier position for this 
most interesting section would have been 
in the Central Hall round which the 
galleries naturally circulate, and from 
which an occasional reference could have 
been made during the tour. 

This criticism may be a little academic, 
and there is nothing to stop the visitor 
planning his course of study in ad- 
vance to his own liking. The writer did, 
in fact, pass straight through to the 
Retrospective Section before studying the 
main display, and found by this means 
an understanding of the exhibition which 
at least satisfied himself, and would 
appear to have been in the minds of the 
promoters. 

What a wonderful period for architec- 
ture was that which extended from Inigo 
Jones up to the Regency! It is good 
to project one’s feelings back into those 
times as a preliminary to an appraise- 
ment of contemporary work. One feels 
that a style which persisted with such 
vitality, and yet with full scope for the 
individuality of numerous great archi- 
tects, cannot be killed by such trivial 
things as mechanical inventions and 
social codes. One feels, still more, how 
poor is the smart .modernism which 
parades as fine art, as compared with the 
rich fluency of the English classics. 

Take, for example, some of the delicate 
preliminary sketches of the seventeenth 
and eighteenth century work, where the 
mind of the architéct is seen at work, feel- 
ing his way towards his composition; and 
compare them, let us say, with those 
brilliant studies of the Bexhill Pavilion. 
One cannot accept these as the proper 
approach to fine architecture, nor does 
the result deny such a conclusion. If it 
were not so, the engineer could always 
take command after the elemental form 
of a structure had been predetermined by 
a few strokes. 

This assembly of old works, portrayed 
in different manners of draughtsmanship, 
is in itself a display well worth a visit 
for its own sake, and the diligence with 
which it has been collected and arranged 
is much to be commended. 

Throughout the various sections of 
work, which are conveniently arranged in 
classes of building to which the eye and 
mind of the visitor can be comfortably 
attuned in turn, are. various works of the 
early pre-War years of this century. 
These serve.as a link between the early 
section and the entirely contemporary 
work, and are of special interest to the 
middle-aged who remember some of the 
birth pangs suffered'and the long dis- 
cussions and heart-searchings with which 
each new.building was greeted. — 

There is the rather drab model of. West- 
‘minster Cathedral, which illustrates. the 
fine elemental form of this great work; the 


conception of which vies with its 
Byzantine models, on the one hand, and 
with such conceptions as the Agricultural 
Hall on the other, as architecture grow- 
ing, as it must, directly out of finely con- 
ceived structure. Studentship lifts it 
above mere functionalism at which the 
later architects have thought fit to stop. 

Then there is that vigorous facade to 
the Church of Holy Trinity in Kingsway, 
still uncompleted, with its tower, but as 
alive and interesting as when first it 
arrived with the coming of Kingsway. 

Perhaps of particular interest is Sir 
John J. Burnet’s British Museum exten- 
sion, an example typical of the imme- 
diate pre-war period when signs of a revolt 
against slavish copyism became apparent. 
Within a severe and almost academic 
idea there is evidence of fresh feeling 
which the young men of those days can 
remember as much discussed and gener- 
ally emulated. It is interesting to re- 
member also that the firm which grew out 
of that practice has become one of the 
leading exponents of extreme modernism, 
and one is left with the perplexing query 
as to whether modernism is older than 
we think, or whether it is just great talent 
which emerges from any manner of design 
which may be chosen. 

Those two thoughtful compositions, the 
** Morning Post” building and the Ritz 
Hotel, by Messrs. Mewés and Davis, 
also carry the mind back to days 
of thoughtful studentship and of times 
when fluent detail was not despised. 
These buildings still stand unabashed in 
these days of new architecture, although 
the former has suffered by its vertical 
extension. 

The County Hall also reminds us of a 
controversial competition, and has needed 
no drastic change of style when extended 
a generation later. There are many more 
similar examples which remind us that 
the classics are not yet. ancient history. 


Contemporary Work. 
Of the contemporary work there is much 


that is meritorious, some even brilliant, 


and very little that is in any way un- 
worthy. If we are to take the show as 
truly representative, we may take com- 
fort, if such is our inclination, in the fact 
that British architecture is still essentially 
British, and that it refuses to be side- 
tracked into hasty experiment. The 
number of examples of extreme modern- 
ism on the Continental model is as rela- 
tively small as we believe the actual pro- 
portion of buildings of the day in their 
respective manners. The movement has 
been mainly vocal, and the country has 
not accepted it, nor does it show signs 
of accepting the assurances of those who 
think that reverence for tradition is out- 
dated. 

We will now follow rapidly through the 
exhibition, pausing only at those exhibits 
of particular interest, and leaving un- 
mentioned many works which are in first- 
class style. 


Cathedrals and Churches. 

In this section are many excellent 
examples of the simplified style in which 
the modern architect interprets the re- 
ligious spirit, generally using brick as an 
external material, and plain plaster sur- 
faces inside. ' 

An arresting drawing in grey and gold 
tones is No. 138, illustrating Mr. Bernard 
A. Miller’s design for St. Columba, Liver- 
pool in a most fascinating way. The illus- 
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tration suggests that the building hag lost 
some of the designer’s feeling, but it ma 
well be that colour and texture jn fact 
have been successful. 

A very impressive interior is illustrated 
in No. 57, The Royal Hospital Schoo} 
Chapel, Suffolk, by Messrs. Buckland 
and Haywood. The lines of simple dome, 
and surfaces are just right in a modern 
church interior. Sir Giles Scott’s 
work at Liverpool Cathedral (No. 81) is 
impressive in its vast scale and sym- 
pathetic detail. This takes its place by 
right among the great cathedrals of 
England. 

A fine half-inch and full-size workin 
detail of the nave arcade at St. Anselm’s, 
Hayes, by Mr. H. C. Corlette, is of much 
interest, and especially so to the student, 
One sometimes wonders whether the 
present-day plan of architectural educa. 
tion will give us any who can work ont 
the geometry of form in this way in 4 
generation’s time. (No. 101.) 


Memorials and Civic Buildings. 

In this section one of the most ip- 
teresting sequences of drawings is that 
exhibited by Sir Reginald Blomfield, R.A, 
illustrating the famous Menin Gate, 
(Nos. 182 to 186.) These drawings are 
very instructive, and trace the develop. 
ment of an idea and the working out of 
the basic proportions. 

Mr. Wilson’s marvellous rendering of 
the flint work in Sir Herbert Baker’s Win- 
chester Cloisters (No. 171) cannot be 
passed without comment, nor can Mr. 
Hepworth’s design and drawing (with Mr. 
Kompher) of Wiltshire County Offices (No. 
239), a beautiful rendering of sound de 
sign, which stands for the best that these 
times have to offer. 

In No. 215, Mr. Hubert Lidbetter illus 
trates in the George Cadbury Hall that 
happy merging of the formal and domestic 
spirit which has been the glory of English 
architecture, as shown also in Sir Edwin 
Lutyens’s handling of a lofty building, 
the Y.W.C.A. Club. (No. 311.) 


Schools, Hospitals, Colleges and Institutions. 

In this section appears, somewhat 
strangely, Messrs. Mendelsohn and 
Chermayeff’s Bexhill Pavilion, singu 
larly lonely among _ traditional de 
signs and even’ old-fashioned drawings. 
It would not be just to say that it is this 
sense of discord which throws this eX 
hibit into relief, for there is obviously 
a certainty of execution which denotes 
talent. But it lives uncomfortably m 
British company, and we are not likely to 
see it go down to history as the pioneer of 
a new style. (Nos. 427 to 433 and No. 454) 

In this section is an old favourite im 
Academy ‘exhibitions — St. Swithun’s 
School, Winchester, by Messrs. Mitchell 
and Bridgwater (Nos. 359-361). The more 
one sees of the composition and style of 
this design, the more satisfying does it 
appear. Sir Guy Dawber’s work at Long 
Sutton (Nos. 401-403) has this same 
element of soundness about it. Very 
satisfactory also, is ‘the Kingston Guil¢ 
hall exhibit in Nos. 446 to 449, by Mn 
Maurice E. Webb. 


Public and Commercial Buildings. 

In this section many eminent mei 
justify: the positions they hold, and such 
examples as Sir Edwin Cooper’s Port 0 
London Authority Board Room (No. 457), 
Sir John Burnet, Tait, and Lorne’s Lloyd 
Bank Head Office, Cornhill (No. 493), Sit 
Giles Scott’s Cambridge Library (No. 518), 
and Sir’Edwin Lutyens’s Midland Bank, 
Piccadilly (No. 536):are familiar example 
in the highest class. Among the others, 
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two branch banks by Mr. T. M. Wilson 
(Nos. 480 and 483) are good examples of 
country town work, suitable for modern 
needs, but neighbourly associates with old- 
world streets. No. 549, illustrating the 
offices for the “Brighton and Hove 
Herald,” by Mr. John L. Denman, is also 


of considerable merit. 


Banks, Offices and Hotels. 

In this section there is no more interest- 
ing exhibit than Sir Edwin Cooper’s 
Nurses’ Home at St. Mary’s Hospital at 
Paddington (No. 554). The scale of design 
and the expanse of external wall that has 
been contrived without sacrifice to a well- 
lighted interior, is really astonishing. Mr. 
Wornum’s R.I.B.A. building reappears, 
and shows a certain dignity that it 
possesses (No. 607) Mr. Cecil Burns’ 
perspective of his hospital at Tunbridge 
Wells shows a nice sense of form and 
texture among an interesting sequence of 
illustrations. (Nos. 717 to 721.) Of a 
somewhat surprisingly small selection of 
new public houses, Mr. E._ B. 
Musman’s “ King’s Arms” at Amersham 
is perhaps the most interesting, in the 
better style of architecture which the 
brewers are now encouraging. (No. 726.) 


Domestic Buildings and Gardens. 

In this section, with the promise of its 

title, the small amount of garden design 
exhibited is disappointing. There is a 
real fear that this essentially architectural 
field is being lost to the commercial world. 
The brothers Poulter are well represented 
in this section, and there are few better 
domestic exponents in the profession. 
Their work at Dogmersfield (No. 830) is 
particularly sound. 
Mr. Oliver Hill shows a remarkable 
versatility in a number of exhibits rang- 
ing in style from modernism to period de- 
sign, but all with the stamp of individual 
character. An interesting sequence of 
drawings illustrating a house at Sunning- 
dale by Professor A. E. Richardson, 
A.R.A., and Mr. Lovett Gill (Nos. 866 to 
871) suggests the most instructive form in 
which such an exhibition as this could 
be arranged. Generally, this section 
shows a high standard of contemporary 
domestic architecture. 


Flats and Housing Schemes. 

The Architectural room is devoted to 
flats and housing schemes. The technique 
of the big block of flats, in the design 
aspect, seems yet unsolved, but where the 
scale descends more nearly to a domestic 
measure, the modern architect finds him- 
self well at home. Some of the most 
sensitive are those by Mr. A. W. Kenyon, 
and by Messrs. Wornum and Louis de 
Soissons. 

The exhibition as a whole can be com- 
mended with confidence to those who 
desire to relate their studies to current 
events in a sympathetic atmosphere.

Never, surely, 
were representations of so much bad archi- 
tecture collected together for public exhibi- 
tion. Of course, there are good things hidden 
away. ... The exhibition shows clearly 
enough what a bad period the last thirty-six 
years have been, but by the method of hang- 
ing and selection the badness has been ex- 
aggerated. Perhaps any period so indiscrimi- 
nately treated would have seemed bad in re- 
trospect. None, however, could have pro- 
duced so many falsely romantic, so many in- 
sincere structures unless it were the previous 
thirty-six years.”’

Selection Committee have obviously found 
their task a difficult one, especially in procur- 
ing suitable drawings to illustrate the build- 
ings that ought to be represented in such an 
exhibition, and in arranging the exhibition 
coherently.

EXHIBITION OF OLD 
WALLPAPERS 


AN interesting exhibition of scenic and 
panoramic papers and panels, designed 
between 1795 and 1825, embracing subjects 
of historic and sporting interest, and cos- 
tumes and customs of the period, has 
been on view at Messrs. Sanderson and 
Sons’ premises in Berners-street, W. The 
exhibits have been kindly lent*by Mon- 
sieur André Carlhian from his collection, 
which he has assembled during the last 
40 years. 

It would appear that the task of making 
and printing these papers must have been 
a long one, to judge by the small sections 
and by the numerous joins in the paper, 
and when one considers that the wood 
blocks from which some were printed 
number ° thousands. Notwithstanding 
this, the spirit, boldnéss, decorative 
character and colour of the work are re- 
markable. According to manufacturers’ 
records, such artists as Mader, Charvet, 
Brock, Deltil, Laffitte and others were 
employed on the designs. 

A well-produced and informative cata- 


logue shows the extent and size of these _ 


interesting wall decorations. We illus- 
trate two designs. The first, “‘ Les Jardins 
de Bagatelle ”’ (see page 154), consists of 
twelve lengths, and is probably the oldest 
of all. The inclusion of the. “‘ Bagatelle 
Bridge ” in the design fixes the earliest 
possible date as 1778, when that architec- 
tural freak was erected in the Bois de 
Boulogne for the Comte d’Artois within 
70 days for a wager with Queen Marie 
Antoinette. The costumes are in the 
fashion of the year VIII of the Republic, 
i.e., 1799-1800. This set, though small, is 
important on account of its early date. 
There are some lengths in the Metro- 
politan Museum of New York, where it is 
attributed to the factory of Arthur and 
Robert, but as Arthur was condemned 
and executed during the Terror in 1792, 
and the costumes, as stated, are certainly 
inthe fashion of several years later, it 
can only be the work of their successors, 
Arthur and Granard. 

The second illustration (see page. 151) 
depicts ‘‘ La Chasse de Compiegne.” This 
was produced by Jacquemart et Besnard 
in Paris in 1814. The set is complete in 25 
lengths in colours. In all probability it 
was designed by Carle Vernet. There are 
two different renderings, the older in 
which the huntsmen wear red coats, the 


~huntswomen are in red costumes, and ser- 


vants in blue; in the second rendering the 
huntsmen wear blue. coats, the hunts- 
women are in grey costumes, and the ser- 
vants in red. This paper is remarkable 
in many ways, notably for the precision 
of the costumes and details, such as 
carriages, harness; trumpets, hunting 
horns, knives, etc. :

AWARD OF PRIZES AND STUDENTSHIPS. 


At the ordinary general meeting of the 
Institute, held at 66, Portland-place, on 
Monday night (Mr. Percy Thomas in the 
chair), it was announced that the Council 
have recommended the name of Sir Ray- 
mond Unwin to the King as a worthy re- 
cipient of the Royal Gold Medal for 1937. 
A Note on the subject will be found on 
page 154, and some details of Sir Ray- 
mond’s career on page 178. 


The Award of Prizes. 

The deed of award in the R.I.B.A. prizes 
and studentships was then opened and 
announced, the names of the successful 
competitors being given on this page. A 
review of the work was then read by Mr. 
Austen Hall, F.R.I.B.A., from which we 
take extracts from the criticisms of the 
Tite Prize and Victory Scholarship—the 
winners’ designs in which are illustrated 
in this issue. 

The Tite Prize.—The Tite drawings are 
not up to standard except in the case of 
the winner. Nearly all the competitors 
have missed their opportunities which 
arise, like all other opportunities, from 
the nature of the subject and the charac- 
teristics of the site. The subject is an 
attractive one, fer a British School at 
Florence, and the winner, Antonio, is to 
be congratulated on producing a really 
excellent plan, in which the ground con- 
tours are allowed to develop the architec- 
ture in interesting lines. The position of 
the main building is good, and the en- 
trance from the road well arranged if a 
trifle too formal. A point I like is that 
the plan allows different views to be ob- 
tained from the windows of the two plan 
divisions. The staircase is much too grand 
as access to the directors’ private rooms, 
and the servants’ quarters are too near the 
director, who has no private entrance. The 
studios are well arranged to suit the site, 
and terraces and other features are well 


conceived. The scale is consistent, and 


the design, though not distinguished, has 
character without imitation. The draw- 
ings are good. 

Victory Scholarship.—The subject is a 
Maritime Terminal Station, and the ac- 
commodation required falls into five 
heatlings: Quay, Customs, General Con- 
course, Railway Station, Hotel. The jury 
found considerable difficulty in- coming 
to. a decision. The reason for this is that 
none of the competitors solves the pro- 
blem in a way that is considered entirely 
satisfactory, nor is any work of excep- 
tional architectural merit to be found 
among the designs submitted. There 
seems to be a striving after effect, which 
leads to unnecessary complication and 
confusion of ideas. Sea, the winner, has 
submitted a scheme which in general lines 
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most nearly fulfils all the conditions. 
Most of the requirements are met in a 
simple way, but not all of them are ful- 
filled. The Customs are too small and are 
not well placed. There is no need for the 
Customs to adjoin and form part of the 
general concourse. They would be better 
in a separate building conveniently placed 
for incoming traffic. The concourse is well 
planned in relation to station and quay. 
The arrival and departure of passengers 
is well arranged, whether they come by 
rail, road or boat. There is no accommo- 
dation for goods sheds on the quayside. 
. ... The station has insufficient space at 
the entrance to platforms, and there seems 
to be inadequate room for station staff 
and offices. The hotel is well placed in re- 
lation to the station, quay and road 
access, and it is on this point of hotel 
position that so many competitors have 
failed. ...The architectural treatment 
is quite suitable without the extravagances 
so noticeable in many of the plans. It is a 
natural though not distinguished solution 
of a preblem that requires no frantic 
effort to solve, but the application of 
common-sense reasoning. The drawings 
are very good, and after my criticism I 
should like to congratulate the author on 
his success.

Brentford Local County Offices. 

These new offices for Middlesex County 
Oouncil have been erected on a shallow site 
lying between the Great West-road and a 
secondary parallel road. The site was a diffi- 
cult one, being several feet below the level 
of the Great West-road, and it was decided 
to accommodate the principal offices for local 
taxation, public control and public assistance 
on the main floor, approached from the Great 
West-road by a flight of steps. The lower 
ground floor has an approach from the 
secondary road for the use of the public assis- 
tance department. The boiler-house, main 
storage and garage, etc., are also housed on 
this floor. The departments for finance, 
public control, registrar and engineer, to- 
gether with staff-room and caretaker’s 
quarters, are situated on the first: floor, 

The building externally is faced with multi- 
coloured bricks, with artificial stone dress- 
ings and @ brown pantile roof.

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of dominating, has become a subordinate 
feature. The lofty narthex, free from choir, 
is separated from the nave by a great arch, 
but the nave and the sanctuary are continuous 
and only divided by the communion rail. The 
sanctuary is almost the width and height of 
the nave and every part is visible to all. The 
Lady Chapel is on one side. The small Daily 
Chapel, to the left of the sanctuary and 
separated from the sanctuary and nave by 
metal grilles, will be dedicated eventually to 
the English Martyrs and will be used for 
private visits. 


Externally the church is clearly divided 
into sanctuary, nave and narthex. The 
narthex forms the core to the great tower, 
thus making use of this feature and adding 
space and volume to the interior. The walls 
externally are in pinkish-grey 2-in. bricks 
from Blockleys, Ltd., the 4-in. joints being in 
lime mortar mixed with red Parbold sand. 
Portland stone has been used for windows, etc. 
The tiles on roof over nave are glazed pantiles 
of a sea-green colour, and paving is of 2 ft. 
pi A ft. concrete flags. Doors are in waxed 
oak. 

The sanctuary windows are to be filled 
with drawings on glass in gold of the English 
Saints and Martyrs. The Daily Chapel is to 
contain a shrine to the English Martyrs. It 
will be in the form of a small carved stone 
altar surmounted by a triptych in carved and 

ilt sycamore. The lady communion rails 

ave been constructed, according to the 
architect, out of bronze and stainless steel by 
a man, George Burden, in a small way of 
business, who only a few years ago specialised 
in gas meters. William Burden, his brother, 
made all the reredos and «ll the furniture. 
The sculptor for the altar and the outside 
figures was Mr. Tyson Smith. The sculptor 
for the reredos figures was Mr. W. L. Steven- 
son,

New Library, Wesleyan College, Richmond. 


This library was added to Richmond College 
in 1932. The plan of the library forms itself 
into a barrel-vaulted ‘‘nave’’ with three 
barrel-vaulted reading bays on each side. Ad- 
vantage has been taken of the irregular shape 
of the site to provide a book store and cata- 
logue room extending to the full height of the 
library. Each bay has a balcony overlooking 
paved gardens. e internal walls and vaults 
are finished in rough plaster, and the electric 
lighting is formed by reflectors at the tops 
of the bookcases throwing up to the vaults. 
The bookcases themselves are of English oak 
with adjustable shelves. Opposite the en- 
trance is an electric fire with a surround of 
Swedish green marble and a rustless steel 
hearth. Externally the walls are of brickwork 
slightly rough in texture, and of a pink-buff 
colour, The windows are metal casements in 
oak frames, the balconies have wrought iron 
railings, the two centre balconies supporting 
the College Arms. The keystone over the 
centre windows have the College Crest carved 
by Mr, Alan Durst. 

The architect is Mr, Edward Maufe, M.A., 
F.R.LB.A,

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HERTFORDSHIRE COUNTY 
COUNCIL COMPETITIONS 


Two limited comipetitions for Police 
Courts and Stations, promoted by the 
Hertfordshire County Council and 
assessed by Mr. H. V. Lanchester, 
F.R.I.B.A., have recently: been decided, 
and the awards published. These are for 
Watford and Bishop’s Stortford, the de- 
signs for which are displayed at the 
Building Centre in Bond-street. 

The invited competitors were the 
following :— 

Messrs. Cackett, Burns Dick and 
Mackellar; Messrs. 8. N. Cooke and W. N. 
Twist; Mr. T. C. Howitt; Messrs. James 
and Bywaters and Rowland Pierce; 
Messrs. Prestwich and Sons; and Messrs. 
Vine and Vine. Messrs. Cooke and Twist 
received the award for Watford, and 
Messrs. Vine and Vine for Bishop’s Stort- 
ford, and, though the latter cannot be 
felt to be an entirely satisfactory solu- 
tion of the problem, there is no doubt 
that the awards are well judged. 

The Watford problem, though the 
larger, was obviously the simpler 
problem, with its ample island site. The 
winning design is direct, simple and 
nicely grouped on the site, with due re- 
gard to the lighting of the courts within 
a densely planned ground: floor.’ The 
elevations are not entirely happy, but are 
generally refined and dignified. As in 
most designs, the Courts are arranged 
along Clarendon-road, and the staff dwell- 
ings along’ Westland-road, with the Police 


. Station section along Shady-lane. 


Messrs. Prestwich and Sons’ scheme has 
a fine set of scholarly elevations, but is 
less happy in plan, in which top lighting 
takes too general a place, with a general 
excess of corridor. 

The Bishop’s Stortford scheme was ob- 
viously a difficult one, on a relatively 
confined and irregular site with some 
baffling levels with which to contend. 
The conditions required a new road at the 


north side, which made of it an island. 


site, but for a square “ bite’ out of the 
south-west corner, where existing. build- 
ings remain outside the available site. 

The general disposition of the buildings 
is very similar in all cases, and differences 
arose more in the detailed planning of the 
interiors. Messrs. Vine and Vine have 
probably succeeded most in. ordering the 
somewhat confined interior into a work- 
able unit,.and their elevations are re- 
strained and_ generally competent. 
Messrs. Prestwich and Sons have again 
presented attractive and dignified eleva- 
tions, but the plan suffers various dis- 
abilities. 

The design presented by Messrs. 
Cackett, Burns Dick and Mackellar is 
less satisfactory than that for the Watford 
scheme, by the same authors. The living 
quarters are somewhat involved and lack 
the planning in distinct units which 
marks the winning scheme. 

The Bishop’s Stortford competition leaves 
one with the impression that the best has 
been made of a bad job in siting, and the 
feeling that, unless this is really the only 
available site or has some peculiar merits 
ef convenience, a far more satisfactory 
result *could be obtained by the same 


‘ competitors if a more satisfactory posi- 


tion could be found. However, there are 
often pressing considerations which im- 
pose such difficulties upon a building 
project, and we have no doubt the win- 
ning scheme will build well, and that 
the inconveniences which seem to de- 
clare themselves on paper will not prove 
serious in actual fact. _ 
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XCI.—DOES THE STATE DISCOURAGE 
PRIVATE OWNERSHIP? 


Srr,—I have read “ Negative’s”’ reply 
very carefully, but am unable to find any 
material point which conflicts with the 
motion. I have made it very clear that 
Tam not promoting an argument as to the 
merits or otherwise of State ownership, 
but merely suggesting the direction in 
which things are tending under the pre- 
sent regime. 

For this purpose I agree it is as well 
to understand our definitions, and I note 
that my very broad definition of the 
Socialist State does not satisfy my oppo- 
nent. I agree that it is somewhat loose, 
though I think he has missed some part 
of its point, possibly through my imper- 
fect expression. I purposely used the 
terms “used and enjoyed,” as distinct 
from “owned,” and in that distinction 
the importance of the difference was 
intended to be expressed. 

There is a great difference between 
living in a house or on a plot of land, by 
permit of the State, and the actual owning 
of the house or land. Although in times 
of emergency the State can take many 
liberties with private property, that is the 
exceptional condition, whereas the normal 
condition is a personal title to property 
which the State cannot upset. This would 
have been true a few generations ago. It 
it. less true to-day, because the State can 
at any time determine to drive a public 
road through private property and pay 
forit a nominal value in which the owner 
has no voice in determining. It can even 
deny the owner the right of building upon 
the route of that road, without any com- 
pensation whatever, although there may 
be no intention to lay down the road for 
many years to come. Surely this is 
approaching the Socialist State as I have 
envisaged it, or even in the more precise 
terms which “ Negative ” puts upon. it? 

We still retain some rights, however, 
and I suggest that, if any fear the Socialist 
State, these rights must be guarded with 
increased zeal. If, on the contrary, those, 
like “‘ Negative,” who do not fear this 
increased interference, raise no objection, 
then, I feel we are committed to the 
Socialist State, and ‘“‘ Negative” must 
accept it as the solution of “‘ the com- 
plex problem ” of the civilised community. 
The danger, to my mind, it just the state 
of mind which “ Negative”? seems to 
enjoy. Under the guise of “‘ adaptability ” 
all sorts of time-honoured privileges are 
being sacrificed by those whose political 
labels suggest a respect for British insti- 
tutions. If Socialism is the solution, let 
us admit it frankly, and let those who 
really believe in it lead us. 

“Negative” is trying to have the best of 
both worlds, and, like many others of 
this generation, he is drifting away from 
his moorings. By all means let us have 
the well-ordered town plan, but Iet it 
grow by consent and by honest dealings, 
around the cardinal principle of the rights 
of citizen. 

I have read also with great interest Mr. 


-A. W. Crampton’s excellent survey of the 


evolution of State control, carried to its 
logical conclusion, though as a query— 
Nationalisation. This survey traces, with 
far greater clarity than I could have 
achieved, the process which seems to be 
becoming inevitable, and which I com- 
pressed into my motion. ‘There is no 
doubt. that we are going that way willy- 
nilly, unless we can produce some con- 
structive means of stabilising private 
ownership by some other means than in- 
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DEBATE 


fluence and favour. At the same time, the 
process has not been quite so smooth and 
progressive as Mr. Crampton suggests. 
The railways were cut across country not 
by compulsion, but by proper business 
deals between the companies and property 
owners, and in some cases the railways 
were rightly excluded from land which 
the owners were unwilling to part with. 

The present method of State dealing 
is considerably more automatic, and treats 
the rights of the individual with scant 
respect. So much so, in fact, that I feel 
the time is rapidly approaching when 
people will think it not worth while to 
acquire real estate, the user of which is 
entirely problematical, and the value of 
which can be destroyed at any time by 
resolution of the State. 

When that process is complete, the only 
possible ownership of property of 
this kind will be State ownership, 
and it is that end I have ventured 
to prophesy. You may think it good 
or bad, and it is good that those who 
think the former should come out into 
the open and do all they can to promote 
the process, and for those who think the 
latter to do all in their power to terminate 
the process. It is entirely bad that the 
process should be quietly promoted with- 
out those whom it affects realising whither 
they are drifting. 

Mr. Crampton is frank and open about 
it. The political interests which have 
assumed responsibility for continuing the 
process are neither one nor the other.

MEDALLIST, 1937 


The Council of the R.I.B.A, hav 
unanimously decided to recommend that 
the name of Sir Raymond Unwin shoul 
be submitted to the King as a Suitable 
recipient for the Royal Gold Medal for 
1937. The medal, instituted by Queen 
Victoria in 1848, is annually conferreq 
the Sovereign on some distinguigheg 
architect, or man of science or letter 
who has designed or executed a building 
of high merit, or produced a work tendj 
to promote or facilitate the knowledge of 
architecture. 

Sir Raymond Unwin is known ag , 
town planner throughout the world, % 
him is largely due the garden city moye. 
ment which has. influenced buildin 
development and town: layout in aj 
quarters of the globe. The practicg) 
examples of his work—at Letchworth 
Hampstead, Gretna, Queensferry, Swap. 
sea, etc.—have been as strong an jp. 


fluence as have his writings and teaching. 


The long list of distinctions conferred op 
him by foreign countries bears witness to 
the esteem in which he is held. He was 
for many years Chief Architect to the 
Ministry of Health, but his retirement 
under the age-limit rule in 1928 only 
served to free him for further activities 
such as that of Technical Adviser to th 
Greater London Regional Planning Con. 
mittee, membership of the Crown Lands 
Advisory Committee, the Central Housing 
Advisory Committee of the Ministry of 
Health, etc. 

From 1931 to 1933 Sir Raymond wa 
President of the R.I.B.A., and it wa 
largely due to his leadership that the 
profession not only weathered success 
fully the economic depression, but made 
use of it as an occasion for reorganising 
and augmenting the activities of the 
Royal Institute. He also has done much 
to co-ordinate the work of the building 
industry, and it was largely because of 
his initiative that the Building Industries 
National Council was formed, of which 
he was the first President.

Variations by Additions or Alterations, 
Causing “Extras.” — 
Wuen the contract provides, as most 
puilding contracts do, that the architect 


‘may vary the contract by additions or 


alterations, it does not necessarily follow 
that the employer must pay for any 
“extras” incurred thereby unless the 
architect has first informed him that the 
cost of the work will be increased. Nor 
does the fact that the employer has con- 
sented to the additions and alterations, 
and even expressed his pleasure with 
them, necessarily entitle the  con- 
tractor to recover for the extra work done, 
unless he can show that: the employer 
was expressly informed that. there would 
be an increase in the cost, or that the 
employer was, and must have been, aware 
of what was being done and that the cost 
would be increased. Furthermore, if the 
additions or alterations were made by 
way of a concession to the contractor, no 
payment is recoverable for them. And at 
all times the onus is put upon the con- 
tractor to prove that the architect was 
authorised, either under the contract or 
by the employer, to make the alterations. 
In an American case the law was made 
clear. It was- said that, “‘ Prima facie, 
the employer has a right to suppose, un- 
less apprised of the contrary, that every 


‘ proposition as to different portions of the 


work is made under the contract for the 
whole, and is intended merely to present 
to him a choice of modes within that 
contract. And to get rid of this inference 
the undertaker (contractor) must show, 
either that he apprised the employer that 
his proposition was a departure from the 
original design and contract, and must 
be attended with increased cost, or that it 
was of such a character as necessarily to 
carry this information to him. And as 
to costly work done in his absence, and in 
a manner not previously approved by 


_ him, it:is not sufficient to show that upon 


his return he was pleased with its appear- 
ance, and did not order it to be removed 
or pulled down.” (Jones v. Woodbury 
(1850), 48 Ky. (II B. Mon.) 167: U.S. 
Dig. (1852), 30.) 


' Architect’s Duty as to ‘* Extras.” 


An architect’s duty to his employer is to 
avoid unnecessary .“‘ extras” or. excessive 
charges for them; in short, to keep down 
the amount and cost of “extras.” But 
he has a duty to’ the contractor also; for 
the latter, not, except. in special circum- 
stances, being able to recover for 
“extras”? not properly authorised, in 
making a’claim for “ extras,’’? would be 
put to the proof of showing that the 
architect had authority to order them. 
When a contractor carries out additions 
and alterations ordered by the architect 
in excess of his authority, it is a breach 
of the building contract. If an architect 
expressly or impliedly misrepresents his 
authority to order extras, an action will 
lie against him at the suit of the con- 
tractor. 

In general, an employer-is not: Hable to 
the contractor for ‘“ extras” ordered by 


the architect without express authority, 


for an architect has no implied authority 
even to order as “extras” such things 


omitted from the contract as are necessary 


to complete it, or, if and when'the build- 
ing enitérprisé is ‘impracticable, to order 
“extras: which will enable the works to 
be carried’ out. Though if the contract 
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makes the architect’s certificate final and 
conclusive as to what is to be paid for the 
works executed, and as to the final balance 
due to the contractor in trespect to 
“extras,” whether within the contract or 
not, and whether actually executed, the 
certificate is binding on both parties to 
the contract. 

In Goodyear v. Weymouth Corp. (1865) 
35 L.J.C.P. 12, a building contract pro- 
vided for ‘‘ extras’’ to be ordered in 
writing, and that no claim should be 
made for such “ extras ” without the pro- 
duction of a written order. The architect 
(whose decision under the contract as to 
the nature, quality and quantity of the 
work, and as to ‘the value of the “‘ extras,” 
was final) gave the final certificate that 
a certain sum, which included ‘“‘ extras,”’ 
should be paid to the contractor. It.was 
held that the certificate of the architect 
was conclusive.

QUESTIONS. 
Damp Walls. 

Srr,—I should be most grateful if you would 
kindly tell me of a satisfactory but inexpen- 
sive method of damp-proofing the outside 
walls of a dwelling house. The insides of the 
walls of the house in question become very 
damp during any spell of wet weather, and 
I think the cause is that the bricks are porous, 
some of them being rather old, although the 
house was only built in 1931. We have been 
advised to have it roughcast;, but this is going 
to cost approx. £30, according to an estimate, 
and that is why I am anxious to find, if ag 
sible, something less expensive. R. J. .

Design of Brick Incinerator. 

Str,—Recently we built a brick incinerator 
to destroy rubbish, chiefly office correspon- 
dence (open-air). It is approximately 4 ft. 
square inside, of 44 in. yellow stocks, with an 
open grating built in to form the floor of the 
fire about 1 ft. from the ground with. an ash- 
hole under. The heat of the fire cracks away 
any clay covering, and eventually the mortar 
and the bricks fall ‘away. One proposal is 
more holes underneath to force the heat and 
draught upwards, but. that only might. not 
suffice. Undoubtedly the mortar requires to 
be of a certain type and the covering of fire- 
clay of a .certain thickness. Your readers’ 
advice will be appreciated. a. CU.

Srr,—I shall be very much obliged if any 
of your readers will give me the cost of 
sinking a well under .the following con- 
ditions : The well to. be sunk in. marl, 27 ft. 
deep; 5 ft. diameter, no timbering required, 
marl taken out to be deposited on the land 
at the top of the well. Approximate price 
for the whole job required, including insur- 
ance, or price per foot of depth, or per cube 
yard. No brickwork. Will you please give 
wages on which the price is based?

Waterproofing a South-west Wall. 
[Answers to E. J. B., JANUARY 8.] 


Srr,—The ‘fact that neither any dampness 
nor discoloration: is‘ discernible on the lower 
portion of the south-west wall seems to prove 
that this portion of the wall is in good order, 
hetice it is necessary, to treat the external 
surfaces. of the first-floor wall ‘only in order 
to remedy the existing dampness. No men- 
tion being made regarding the outside face 
of this particular wall, it’ is somewhat. diffi, 
cult definitely to recommend the best pro- 
cedure for effecting a permanent cure for the 
dampness. and _— discoloration which - exist.. 
However, there are several different remedies 
for preventing the penetration of rain ‘into a 
brickwork . wall. which - faces. south-west. 
These include weather tiling, roughcasting, 
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smooth cement rendering, tarring, and the 
application of a good brand of waterproofing 
liquid or solution. Weather tiling is an ex- 
cellent remedy for preventing the absorption 
of ‘rain into brickwork, but it~ is rather an 
expensive. method. Waterproofing liquids 
and solutions, when correctly applied, are 
effective in most cases fora few years, though 
it is desirable to give a fresh application every 
two or three ‘years. An adequate rendering 
coat of a good waterproofed cement. mortar 
is most effective for preventing the penetra- 
tion’ of rain’ into a south-west wall, and it 
is not unreasonably expensive. A. J. T. E. 
Sir,—Internal waterproofing is useless if 
the wall'is damp due to moisture penetra- 
tion from the outside. Treatment should be 
done ‘after a spell of dry weather; if done 
when the wall is damp, the moisture will be 
sealed in. Damp walls may be due to defec- 
tive guttering, which allows water to stream 
down the walls, or defective pointing, which 
allows moisture to penetrate. Moisture pene- 
tration at.any small points soon causes a 
wall to be damp. If the wall is subjected 
to much. driving rain, moisture penetration is 
possible through the wall itself. This:can be 
remedied. by: applying waterproofing com- 
pounds ‘externally, which should prevent any 
dampness entering the walls due to rain. —

Waterproofing a Porous Brick Wall. 

[Answer to “-R. G. N.,” January: 8.] 

Sim,-—It is not an unusual occurrence to 
find persistence of dampness. in brick. walls 
after treatment with the (too. often .recom- 
mended) remedy of ‘‘ boiled oil,” for experi- 
ence proves that boiled. linseed oil, when used 
alone for treating damp walls, is very rarely 
satisfactory. for effecting 3 cure where damp- 
ness’ is due to penetration of rain through 
walls. The application of a waterproofed. 
cement rendering to the outer face of the 
brick wall is recommended; and there are 
several good brands of waterproofed materials 
on the market especially suitable for the 
treatment of damp brick walls. It would be 
advisable for the surfaces of the brick wall 
to be slightly roughened and well brushed 
before applying any waterproofed cement 
rendering. Should querist decide to use a 
waterproofing liquid or solution on the brick 
wall, it will be found advantageous to give 
an-adequate application every two: years.

LIVERPOOL ANGLICAN. CATHEDRAL 


Tar Quarterly Bulletin of the Liver- 
pool Cathedral Committee states that in 
1936 considerable progress has been made 
with.the Vestey Tower, and the elaborate 
girders which form the Ringing Chamber 
are no. longer visible from. the ground, 
The walls have risen approximately 32 ft. 
in the twelve months, and since much of 
the construction during,the past year-has 
been of an unusually intricate nature, it 
is reasonable: to anticipate that ‘the 
coming year will see equally rapid 
progress. . . 

The growth of the tower during 
the past three months has been suffi- 
ciently marked to attract the attention of 
the man in the street. . . . In three months 
the walls. have gone up some 18 ft., and 
the tower is now approximately two-thirds 
of its. ultimate height. One reason for the 
more rapid: progress is that the walls 
are thinner, and consequently there is 
less brickwork in proportion to the 
masonry; but even so, it takes ten brick- 
layers and'two apprentices to keep level 
with the work of the two stone setters. ..- . 
Work on the copper sheeting on the roof 
of the Welsford Porch ‘is in progress, and 
early in the New Year the vaulting of 
the inner vestibule will be begun.

BUILDING LAWS AND REGULATIONS —II 
By B. PRICE DAVIES, F.S.1., 


. 


_ Secrion 43 deals with new buildings, but 
Section 44 deals with existing buildings. 
Both should be considered together in the 
case of urban development. For example, a 
building may be erected in a developing dis- 
trict where a supply of water is available, 
but not a sewer. Yet within a year of occu- 
pation a sewer may be extended to the build- 
ing oR ore The local authority. have then 

deal with the building as an “ existing 
building,”” and the provisions of Section 45 
would apply. This is partly quoted, as 
follows :— 

“*44. (1) If it appears to a local authority 

(a) that any building is without sufficient 
‘closet accommodation; or 

(b) that any closets = for or in con- 

nection with 2 building are in such a 
state as to be prejudicial to health or 
@ nuisance and cannot without recon- 
struction be put into a satisfactory 
condition 
the authority shall by notice to the owner of 
the building require him to provide the 
building with such closets or additional 
closets, or such substituted closets, being in 
each case either water-closets or earth-closets, 
as may be necessary ; 

Provided that, unless a sufficient water 
supply and sewer are available, the authority 
shall not require the provision of a water- 
closet except in substitution for an existing 
water-eloset. 

(3) This section shall not apply to a shop 
to which the S Act, 1934, applies, or to 
a factory or workshop to which section nine 
of the Factory and Workshop Act, 1901, 
applies, or to a building to which the next 
but one succeeding section applies.” 

Here, again, the local authority have the 
right to stipulate what is necessary, provided 
that their demands are on practicable lines. 

Subsection (3) makes a saving of existing 
shops, factories and workshops, but such is 
not the case with Section 43 with respect to 
new buildings. 

. Having dealt with (43) sanitary conveni- 
ences for new buildings and (44) ditto for 
existing buildings, we come to the next sec- 
tion, which gives the local authority power 
to demand the proper maintenance and repair 
of sanitary conveniences. 

Section 45 is partly quoted, thus :— 

“*45. (1) If 1b appears to a local authority 
that any closets provided for or in connection 
with a building are in such a state as to be 
prejudicial to health or a nuisance, but that 
they can without reconstruction be put into 
a. satisfactory condition, the authority shall 
by notice require the owner or the occupier 
of the building to execute such works, or to 
take such steps by cleansing the closets or 
otherwise, as may be necessary for that 


purpose. 
(4) This section shall not apply to a shop 


to which the Shops Act, 1934, applies, or to 
a factory or workshop to which section nine 
of the. Factory and Workshop Act, 1901, 
applies, or to a building to which the next 
succeeding section applies.” 

The saving of subsection (4) is the same 
as that of (3) in Section 44. 

It can be added that Section 188 of the 
Housing Act of 1936 defines the absence of 
“sanitary accommodation or of other con- 
veniences’”” as ‘“ sanitary defects.’’ 

Section 46 deals with sanitary conveniences 
in factories and workshops in urban districts 
and those in rural districts where Section 22 
of the Act of 1890 (repealed) will be in force 
when the Act of 1936 becomes operative.. 
Section 46 is partly quoted, thus :— 

“46. (1) In a borough or urban district, 
and in a rural district or contrib place 
in which section twenty-two of the Public 
Health Acts Amendment Act, 1890, was in

force immediately before the commencement 
of this Act, every building which is used as 
a factory, workshop or workplace shall be 
provided with sufficient and satisfactory 
accommodation in the way of sanitary con- 
veniences, regard being had to the number of 
persons employed in, or in attendance at, 
the building, and also, where persons of both 
sexes are employed or in attendance, with 
sufficient and satisfactory separate accommo- 
dation, for persons of each sex, unless the 
local authority are satisfied that in the cir- 
cumstances of the particular case the pro- 
vision of such separate accommodation is 
unnecessary. 

(2) Zf it appears to the local authority that 
the provisions of the preceding subsection 
are not complied with in the case of any 
building, they shall by notice require the 
owner or the occupier of the building to make 
such alterations in the existing conveniences, 
and to provide such additional conveniences, 
as they may be necessary. 

(4) This section shall not apply to a shop 
to which the Shops Act, 1934, applies. 

(5) Section nine of the Factory and Work- 
shop Act, 1901 (which relates to the provi- 
sion of sanitary conveniences in factories and 
workshops), shall not apply to any borough 
or urban district, or to any rural district or 
contributory place to which either section 
twenty-two of the Public Health Acts 
Amendment Act, 1890, or this section has 
been applied by order.” 

It will be observed that shops are not 
within the range of this Section, but some 
factories and workshops which come within 
the' range are excluded from the range of 
other law. 

* Section 47 is an interesting innovation, 
bringing about the compulsory replacement 
of earth-closets with water-closets, and this 
at the joint expense of owner and local 
authority. It is partly quoted, as follows :— 

“47. (1) 7f a building Aas a sufficient water 
supply and sewer available, the local autho- 
rity may, subject to the provisions of this 
section, by notice to the owner of the build- 
ing, require that any closets, other than 
water-closets, provided for, or in connection 
with, the building shall be replaced by water- 
closets, notwithstanding that the closets are 
not insufficient in number and are not preju- 
dicial to health or a nuisance. 


(2) A notice under this section shall either 


require the owner to execute tne necessary 
works, or require that the authority them- 
selves shall be allowed to execute them, and 
shall state the effect of the next succeeding 
subsection. 

(3) Where under the preceding subsection 
a local authority require that they shall be 
allowed to execute the works, they shall be 
entitled to recover from the owner one-half 
of the expenses reasonably incurred by them 
in the execution of the works, and, where 
they require the owner to erecute the works, 
the owner shall be entitled to recover from 
them one-half of the expenses reasonably in- 
curred by him in the execution thereof. 

(4) Where the owner of a building pro- 
poses to provide it with a water-closet in 
substitution for a closet of any other type, 
the local authority may, tf they think fit, 
agree to pay to him a part, not exceeding 
one-half, of the expenses reasonably incurred 
in effecting the replacement, notwithstanding 
that a notice has not been served by them 
under this section.” 

It will be seen that if a sufficient water 
supply and sewer are available, then the local 
authority can demand the conversion of earth- 
closets, etc., to water-closets, even though 
the earth-closets, etc., are sufficient in number 
and are not prejudicial to health or a 
nuisance. 
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Subsection (2) lets the choice of doin the 
work rest with the local authority, for the, 
can either do it themselves or make the 
owner do it. In any case, according to gy. 
section (3) the expense is to be shared equally 
between local authority and the poe 
when the local authority have demanded the 
work to be done. When the owner decides 
of his own accord to have the work done, the 
local: authority, according to subsection (4) 
can, if they like, contribute towards the cost, 
but not exceeding half the cost. 

In extending a sewer to a district, the local 
authority will, in future, have to take into 
consideration the half-costs of converting 
earth-closets, etc., to w.c.6, as well ag the 
cost of the sewer. 


Section 48 of the Public Health Act deals 
with sanitary conveniences, drains, private 
sewers and cesspools, and is quoted, thus — 

“*48. (1) Where it appears to a local autho. 
rity that there are reasonable grounds for 
believing that a sanitary conventence, drain, 
private sewer or cesspool is in such a condi- 
tion as to be prejudicial to health or q 
nuisance, or that a drain or private sewer 
communicating directly or indirectly with a 
public sewer 1s so defective as to admit sub- 
soil water, they may examine its condition, 
and for that purpose may apply any test 
other than a test by water under pressure, 
and, if they deem it necessary, open the 
ground. 

(2) Zf on examination the convenience, 
drain, sewer or cesspool is found to be in 
proper condition, the authority shall, as soon 
as possible, reinstate any ground which has 
been opened by them and make good any 
damage done by them.” 

The test by water under pressure is not 
allowed, but tests by means of smoke pres- , 
sure would be allowed. 

Section 49 is next quoted :— 

“49. (1) A room which, or any part of 
which, is immediately over a closet, other 
than a water-closet, or earth-closet, or imme- 
diately over a cesspool, midden or ashpit, 
shall not be occupied as a living-room, sleep- 
ing-room, or workroom.” 

It will be seen that earth-closets and water- 
closets are allowed to be incorporated in the 
ground floor of a building used for general 
domestic purposes. A ecullery would 
probably come under heading of workroom, 

Section 51 has bearing upon the term 
‘* earth-closet,’? and is quoted, thus :— 

«51. (1) Vhe occupier of every building in, 
or in connection with, which a water-closet 
or an earth-closet is provided shall, in th 
case of a water-closet, cause the flushing 
apparatus thereof to be kept supplied with 
water sufficient for flushing, and where neces- 
sary to be properly protected against frost, , 
and shall in the case of an earth-closet cause 
it to be kept supplied with dry earth or 
suitable deodorising material. 

This. demands the proper use of water for 
a water-closet and earth or other suitable 
deodorising material for the earth-closet. 

’ Section 50 affects cesspools, and it is hope 
to refer to it and Section 47 later, when 
sewers and drains are considered. ~ i 

Section 52 deals with the care of sanitary 
conveniences used in common, and affects the 
standard of cleanliness necessary. It is not 
of much structural note, and is not quoted. 

It can be emphasised that the walls and 
floors of sanitary conveniences should be ha 
and impervious. In this way they can be 
sluiced over. Lime mortar for plastering 
walls is decidedly unsuitable for such sluicing 
methods, whereas Portland cement mortar 8 


suitable. 
BUILDING WAGES INCREASE. 


Av their meeting on January 14, the 
National Joint Council for the Building 
Industry were recommended to grant an 
increase in wage-rates for building opera 
tives, of 3d. per hour (with commensurate 
increases for labourers). This increase, 
which takes place under the sliding scale 
rule, will be national in scope, and wi 
take effect as from February 1 next. 
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BETTER CONCRETE BY 
SHAKING 


A new method for ensuring greater uni- 
formity in the strength and other proper- 
ties of concrete used for road making o. 
building construction, devised by the Build- 
ing Research Station of the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research and de- 
veloped at the Department’s Road Research 
Laboratory, is described in Road Research 
Technical Paper No. 4.* en 

The quality of concrete laid in roads or 
buildings depends to a very large extent. 
it is stated, upon the ratio of water to 
cement, and within certain limits the more 
water added to a concrete mix the weaker 
is the concrete produced. This property o/ 
concrete has led to extensive research into 
methods of controlling the ratio of the water 
to cement, but the problem is made more 
dificult because of the variation in the per- 
centage of water present in the sand and in 
the other materials used in making concrete 
Figures are contained in the Technical Paper 
based on tests during the construction of 
a concrete road, which show that the moisture 
in the sand employed varied: from 14.7 per 
cent. to 3.5 per cent. 

In America, what is known as the ‘‘ Inun- 
dation’ method is often used to get over 
this difficulty. In this method sand is filled 
into a vessel containing water until the sur- 
plus sand and water overflows. ‘The vessel 
then contains a given volume of inundated 
sand, which will not vary to any large ex- 
tent either in the amount of sand contained 
or in the relative proportions of sand and 
water. Contents of the vessel are then trans- 
ported to the mixer. It has been found, 
however, that this method cannot be applied 
indiscriminately to every concrete mix and 
is not generally applicable to this country. 
With certain proportions of mix so much 
water is required to inundate the sand that 
no more can be added during the mixing 
process without making the concrete too wet 
for the work in hand. 

The method devised at the Building Re- 
search Station consists in saturating the 
materials used in making the voncrete and 
then vibrating them for a given length of 
time so as to give them a constant water 
content which is less than that required for 
complete saturation. In the actual machine 
used, the container is attached to a steel 
plate which is shaken by eccentric weights 
keyed to the shaft of a petrol engine running 
at 1,500 revolutions per minute. When run- 
ning at this speed water is turned on and 
sprayed into the container hy means of a 
rose and the sand and gravel from the stock 
pile is shovelled into the container. When 
this is overflowing the water is turned off 
and the sand vibrated for, say, 30 seconds. 
The material is then discharged into the 
hopper or other mixing plant. In practice, 
time taken to load, vibrate and discharge 
the sand is 90 seconds, but this time, it is 
suggested, could be reduced with more ex- 
tensive vibration at a higher frequency. 

The results of experiments described in the 
Technical Paper show that a very uniform 
sand and water mixture is produced by this 
method. Tables indicate how the actual 
percentage of moisture content in the sand 
is affected by the frequency in the amplitude 
of the vibration, the time of vibration and 
also the grading of the sand. 

In practice, the vibrator can be used in 
one Of several ways. It can be operated by 

€ mixer engine and fixed to the mixer, or 


it can be made into a portable self-contained 


hit, or again, can be used to condition stock 
piles of materials. 

In specifications for concrete quality, it is 
customary to state that the concrete ge 
must not fall below a certain value. To 
comply with this, the average strength must 

above the specified value by an amount 
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depending on the variability of the product. 
In tests described in the report, the use of 
vibrated material raises the minimum strength 
figure of the concrete from 2,300 lb. per 
sq. in to 4,500 lb. per sq. in. The average 
figure was consequently considerably in- 
creased and the variation from this average 
was reduced from 23 per cent. to 10 to 11 
per cent. Thus, a much more uniform product 
resulted from the treatment to which the 
materials were subjected: Occasional weak 
batches were eliminated and the average 
strength brought nearer to the specified 
strength, thus ensuring economy in cement. 

Practical tests with the apparatus have 
shown that it can be used without special 
experience by ‘the ordinary public works 
labourer and that no increase in the cost 
of laying concrete: roads is incurred other 
than the running costs of the vibrating 
machine and the costs of the slightly in- 
creased water supply. 

Dr. Stradling, the director of Road Re- 
search, states in a preface to the report, that, 
in the opinion of the Road Research Board, 
the vibration system of control should make 
possible a considerable improvement in the 
qvality of concrete laid in roads. 


THE PROPERTY MARKET 
IN 1936 


Messrs. Hampton AnD Sons, Ltd., write : 
‘It is our experience that a feature of the 
property market during the year 1936 has 
been the continued increase in the demand 
for land both as an investment and for the 
sporting and other amenities which it pro- 
vides. Since the Government’s conversion 
schemes in 1932 and the advent of low rates 
of interest on gilt-edged securities we have 
found that investors have turned to real 
property for a more satisfactory yield, 
coupled with unquestionable security. Fol- 
lowing the scarcity of sound urban property, 
well-let agricultural estates have come greatly 
into favour, and the past ape has probably 
witnessed a larger flow of capital into the 
land than in any year since the boom years 
which immediately followed the War. Com- 


- pact estates comprising medium-sized farms 


let at economic rentals have been taken up 
very quickly, the supply being inadequate for 
the Ppeaton § 

‘‘So far as town residential property is 
concerned, we are particularly pleased to be 
able to record a very considerable increase in 
the demand for town houses, and we have 
had no difficulty in selling newly built non- 
basement houses of the luxury class... . 
The revival of interest by occupaticnal buyers 
we regard as a most satisfactory sign, par- 
ticularly in view of the competition that has 
arisen from the ever-increasing construction 
of modern flats. At the same time there 
remains a very steady demand for all types 
of flats, from the luxury flats of the West 
End to the less expensive accommodation in 
the outlying districts. The modern flat, how- 
ever, has not monopolised the demand, as 
there is a large section of our clientele which 
remains faithful to the converted houses 
which offer certain attractions in the way of 
more spacious accommodation. 

“In the course of the year it has been 
made plain that an unlimited amount of 
money is available for property investment, 
and that there has also been a large amount 
of trust money available for mortgage pur- 
poses. We feel that whilst this position has 
enabled owners to realise at most attractive 
prices, it has also caused a shortage of avail- 
able investments, more particularly of those 
coming under the heading of trustee securi- 
ties. This condition has enabled certain busi- 
ness houses occupying their own freehold 
premises to sell, subject to a lease, to them- 
selves, and thus release capital for their 
business. 

“The demand for suburban shops remains 
unabated. Again, the trade revival is defi- 
nitely reflected in the demand for office space 
in the West End. This has grown to such 
an extent that there is a real shortage of first- 
class accommodation. It follows naturally 
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that the increased demand for office space 
has accentuated the demand for building sites 
in which may be termed the ‘ business quar- 
ter of the West End,’ an amazingly restricted 
area when the size of the Metropolis is con- 
sidered. Sites in ‘key’ positions are most 
difficult to obtain at what are considered to 
be reasonable prices. It has also been made 
obvious that the Government rearmament 
programme has aroused, a new interest in 
factories, and in this connection manufac- 


turers are favouring the new arterial roads 


around London in view of readiness of access. 
Values hereabouts are on the up-grade in 
consequence. The demand for building land 
is as great as ever, but in this direction there 
is also a shortage of sites suitably zoned for 
development. The largest number of inqui- 
ries Ast for areas scheduled at 8 to 12 houses 
to the acre.” 


NEWS ITEMS 


IMPROVEMENTS IN COAL FIRE DESIGN. 


A demonstration of a self-lighting, smoke-- 
reducing coal fire was given at the showrooms 
of the Coal Utilisation Council, British Indus- . 
tries House, Marble Arch, W.1, on Wed- 
nesday. 

While the open coal fire is generally 
accepted as the most. luxurious and healthiest 
method of heating living rooms, it has hitherto 
had to be laid with paper and sticks, and 
after lighting, takes some time before it gives 
its full radiant warmth: The demonstration 
concerned a device which has been evolved by 
the Research Department of the Combustion 
Appliance Makers’ Association, and the Coal 
Utilisation Council. This combines (a) the 
automatic ignition of. coal fires without the 
use of paper and wood, special firelighters, 
or a separate ignition implement, or of bellows 
or other means of producing a draught; (b) 
the reduction of smoke at the period of its 
maximum generation, namely during and 
shortly after ignition. 

The fire is lit by a special kind of gas 
jet which creates its own draught, and so 
“‘draws up’ the fire, and a remarkable 
feature of the new fire is that it does not re- 
quire matches, as the gas jet is lit by means 
of an automatic device which, together with 
the nozzle of the jet, is hidden away in the 
brickwork of the chimney so that nothing can 
be seen to spoil the appearance of the fire. 
The gas is turned off as soon as the fire is 
well alight. 


NATIONAL SAVINGS. 


One of the problems confronting every 
employer is that of the employee who has 
grown old in the service of the firm. For the 
employee, too, provision for old age and for 
dependants is a matter that may wake anxious 
thoughts, and all wise employers realise the 
importance of helping those they employ~so 
to order their affairs that financial worries 
and anxieties are, as far as possible, mini- 
mised. Most of the large business organisa- 
tions in the country have, for that reason, 
set up provident schemes of one kind or 
another for the benefit of the workers engaged 
in their undertakings. Employers operating 
on a smaller scale frequently find, however, 
that they cannot carry the large obligations 
those schemes involve. Such employers may 
now be well able to meet their requirements 
by invoking the assistance of the National 
Savings Committee. 

The Committee’s National Savings Provi- 
dent Scheme is one that calls for special 
attention. It has a flexibility that enables it 
to be adjusted to the demands of any indi- 
vidual firm, whether large or small, and it can 
be so applied as to offer one or both of the 
two following benefits—endowment provision 
for a member on retirement, and provision 
for his dependants should a member die while 
still in the service of the firm. Another useful 
facility offered by the Committee is the 
National Savings Club Scheme. This has 
been specially designed to offer a good sound 
basis of management for Christmas clubs, 
holiday clubs and all the other kinds of share- 
out clubs by means of which so many people 
employed in business put money aside,

their specialised services necessitating the 
augmenting of their staff: . All departments 
showed substantial increases in turnover, 
more particularly the sections specialising in 
valuations of industrial undertakings and the 
sale of factories. An aggregate of over three 
million square feet of floor space was dis- 
posed of by their factory sales department, 
and in several instanees the rent obtained for 
an individual works exceeded £6,000 per 
annum. Valuations of industrial undertak- 
ings totalled over 250 for the year, and durin 
the month of October valuations iieded 
two million pounds. 


Woodwork at Harefield Sanatorium. 

Harefield Sanatorium, illustrated in our 
issue for January 1, contains some interesting 
woodwork—one example of which we now 
show—carried ‘out by Messrs. Geo. ; 
Hammer and Co., Ltd., of Crown Works, 
Hermitage-road, Harringay, N.4, 

The woodwork supplied consists of dark- 
room fittings in teak; built-in a and 
desks in oak for duty and consulting rooms; 
packing-room, drug store, dispensary and 
laboratory, all in teak; dental surgeon’s cup- 
board ‘and desk in oak; and medical super- 
intendent’s desk and chair in oak. All the 
fittings were of modern flush construction, as 
shown by the photograph, and the interiors 
to the copbaatna and drawers in the fittings 
in the packing-room, in the drug store, the 
dispensary and laboratory were all teak-lined. 
An interesting feature of these last-named 
fittings is the concrete platforms with metal 
skirtings on to which the woodwork was 
placed. These platforms add to the appear- 
ance, save the base of the woodwork from 
wear due to kicking, and facilitate fixing. 
All the above contracts were carried out for 
the Middlesex County Council under the 
direction of Mr. W. T. Curtis, F.R.I.B.A.
